Westtin 
our  cars  and  drive  to  Woric  only  to  at- 
rive  to  get  out  and  go  and  ahii  a  desk 
most  of  the  day  only  to  get  off  of  work 
and  M  back  In  the  cat  and  sit  while 
we  drive  home  so  that  we  can  get  to 
the  couch.

It  is  hurting  more  people  than  we  could 
ever  ima^ae.  What  is  a  fact  is  diat 
standing  is  better  than  sitting  and  «yalk* 
ing  is  bettCT  than  standing  and  getting 
started  to  doing  something,  anydiing, 
ia  the  hardest  part  of  aD.  lam  not  just 
fuaaing  about  ua  sitting  too  much  and 
physically  being  hatmM  by  it,  but  more 
mteresting  to  me  is  that  we  have  done 
the  same  Uiing  to  our  spiritual  wellbe¬ 
ing.  We  sit  sikI  that  ia  not  the  Ultimate 
in  the  walk  with  Jesus.  We  'sit  to  listen 
andleam.  We  sit  to  pr^  and  sing.  We 
sit  at  times  to  yisit. 


A  man  was  telling  me  recently  how 
on  Saturday  afternoon  be  sits  down 
at  his  computer  and  emails  all  of  his 
Sunday  school  class  and  encourages 
them  to  be  there  the  next  day.  In 
Hebrews  12:1-2  the  writer  is  saying 
to  fcdb  of  bis  day  that  they  neM  to 
get  up  and  get  with  it.  Now  I’m  fairly 
confident  the  folks  in  the  first  century 
did  not  lack  in  the  walking  depart¬ 
ment  because  everywhere  they  went 
and  everything  th^  did  involved 
diking  several  miles  a  day  and  they 
didn’t  even  have  one  of  the  little  fit 
bands  to  show  them  how  many  steps 
they  took. 


In  Hebrews  12:1,  he  says,  ’Where  ¬ 
fore  semiw  we  also  are  compass^ 
about  with  so  great  a  cloud  of  wit¬ 
nesses,  let  us  Sy  aside  every  weight, 
and  the  sin  whira  doth  so  easily  beset 
us,  and  let  us  run  with  patience  the 
race  that  is  srt  before  US.’  Now,  you 
might  not  be  able  to  tun.  Maybe  you 
can  walk.  You  may  not  be  able  to  just 
stand,  but  you  can  make  progress  in 
your  walk  with  Jesus. 

I  honestly  don’t  believe  that  most 
folks  are  law,  either  physically  or 
spiritually,  but  we  get  used  to  finding 
tie  shortcut,  the  easy  way,  the  less 
taxing,  less  robust  way  and  eventually 
we  find  ourselves  not  making  as  much 
progress,  not  moving  as  mu^,  and 
not  as  strong  and  energetic  as  we  used 
to  be  in  every  realm.  So  what  are  we 
to  do? 

One  -  we  need  to  remember  that 
our  muscles,  vdietheT  we  are  talking 
physical  or  spiritual,  mental  or  emo¬ 
tional,  are  only  made  stronger  by  some 
degree  of  exercise.  If  you  don’t  use  it . 
you  lose  it. 

Two  -  make  a  commitment  to  start 
getting  up  if  you  can,  getting  out  if  you 
ran  getting  on  if  you  can  and  letting 
God  use  you  and  strengthen  you. 

Three  -  keep  your  eyes  on  Jesus^ 
He  is  the  one  who  said,  “Follow  me." 
And  if  you  watch  Him  and  will  walk 
after  Him,  you  will  find  that  you  are 
sitting  less  aitd  serving  more.  May  . 
God  nchly  bless  you.

Life  on  Mission  •  /  Corinthians  9:  19-27 


The  mson  for  the  Incarnation  of  Je-  ’ 
sus  Christ,  and  God  wrapping  himself  in 
human  skin  was  so  that  W  could  com¬ 
municate  his  love  and  plan  for  our  lives 
up  close  and  persomd.  He  came  to  earth 
in  the  form  of  a  human  so  we  as  humans 
could  understand  him.  He  met  us  where 
we  were  geographically,  on  earth,  and 
spiritually,  in  our  lost  condition. 

Our  mission  today  is  to  meet  people 
where  they  are  and  help  them  move 
toward  God.  That  takes  a  lot  of  rela¬ 
tionship  investing.  It  requires  time, 
■dflessness.  effort,  flexibility,  and  in- 
tenttonility  on  our  part. 

In  the  passages  before  us  this  week, 
Paul  lays  out  his  strategy  for  reaching 
people.  It  all  starts  with  the  right  at¬ 
titude.  In  verse  19  he  is  willing  to  be  a 
slave  to  everyone  in  order  to  win  more 
people  to  Christ.  In  verse  20  he  taps 
Into  his  Jewish  heritage  and  vow  s  to 
use  it  to  build  bridges  to  his  own  coun- 
trracn  in  hopes  of  them  coming  to 
faith  in  Christ.  He  continues  in  verse 
22  ptodgii^  his  willingness  to  become 
weak  to  win  the  weak.  Summing  it  all 
up,  Paul  said,  *I  have  become  ail  things 
to  all  people,  so  that  I  may  by  every 
poasible  means  save  some." 

How  far  are  you  willing  to  go  to 
.reach  a  lost  neighbor,  friend,  family 


member  or  coworker  for  Christ"'  What 
arc>'ou  willing  to  do  to  help  them  re¬ 
alize  their  need  for  Jesus?  Another 
way  of  asking  this  question,  “Are  you 
on  mission  with  the  Lord?” 

Paul  was  willing  to  travel  manv 
miles  for  an  opportunity  to  share  the 
gospel.  He  was  burdened  by  the  fact 
that  so  many  iH-ople  he  encountered 
were  separateo  from  God's  love  and 
trapped  in  their  sin.  That,  tiHi,  is  the 
plight  of  so 
many  who 
live  in  our 
circle  of 
tr.ivel  and 
in.'liience. 

Some 
times  we 
get  so  cn 
grossed  in 
the  caijs  of 
this  life  that 
we  fail  to  think  about  jieople's  spiri¬ 
tual  condition.  Not  Paul  He  knew 
that  the  stakes  were  high  and  eternity 
was  forever.

Vour  sins  crippled  you.  You  suffered 
from  a  guilty  conscience  constant¬ 
ly.  You  had  no  purpose.  You  had  no 
peace  of  mind,  onlv  agitation.  You 
were  blind  to  truth.  But  then  you  met 
the  King  of  kings  and  Ixird  of  lords 
and  you've  never  been  the  same. 

People  toslay  need  what  onK  .lesus 
can  give  them.  Hut  how  will  they  hear 
without  a  messenger?  How  will  thev 
come  to  understand  their  need  for  the
